Mr. fa tans mt w yhu iiri that t hs State position was not that 
tte O.S. should new acknowledge its clandestine activities la 
thia field, but nether that we should find sons way slowly to 
surface what wo are doing. Ms cautioned against being so clan- 
destine that we appear to hows s guilt couples. 

Mr. Bundy suggested that perhaps the heat way to proceed 
would be to exists possibilities of setting the stage for eventual 
acceptance of this kind of use for outer space* through the aedlun 
of international lawyers, scholars or similar individuals. Be 
emphasised that this had nothing to do with any consideration of 
our present capabilities or activities. Along these lines, it was 
agreed that tbs State Department should take the lead in having 
its international legal experts work up the case for obtaining such 
acceptance, without exposing these experts in any way to currently 
classified infatuation*

entitled "Space Espionage Plana and International Law,” which was 
cited in the CIA paper, with a view to seeing how the Soviets 
themselves have approached this problem.
